RAIL MERGERB 
IS URGED AGAIN 


CONSOLIDATION IS ‘NECESSARY, 
SENATOR CUMMINS DECLARES 


TO RE-INTRODUCE RAIL 
BILL AT NEXT SESSION 


Will Provide for Voluntary Consoll- 
dations During a Period: of Five 
Years Under Plan Premulgated by 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 


Washington.—Presaging a new 
executive fight to force the unification 
of American railways, Senator Albert 
B. Cummins, Republican of Iowa, co- 
author of the Esch-Cummins law, an- 
nounced he would re-introduce his bill 
for compulsory rail consolidations at 
the next session of congress. 

Cummins declared the mergér of all 
carriers into a few gigantic systems 
was “absolutely necessary” to prevent 
the partial collapse of America’s rail- 
road structure.’ His bill, it was said, 
_will have the. administration’s full 
support. 

It will provide for voluntary con- 
solidations during a period of five 
years, under the plan promulgated by 


4 the Interstate Commerce commission, 


and give the commission power to 
modify the merger plans already an- 
nounced, whenever the public interest 
required changes. 

After five years, however, the bill 
would ‘force compulsory consolida- 
tions in name if not in fact. This 
would be accomplished by provisions 
giving the Interstate Commerce com- 
mission authority to divide the net 
earnings of all railroads within the 
several groups of carriers, chosen for 
consolidation. If the roads have not 
merged their earnings could be pooled 
and divided according to the capitali- 
zation of each road and without re- 
gard for their earning capacity. The 
result would be the same as if the 
roads were merged under a single 
management. 

“Congress is certain to enact this 
law at its next session,” said Cummins. 

He said his bill would not touch 
freight rates. This subject, he added, 


| will be left entirely to the Interstate 


Commerce commission to handle in 
the future as it was in the past.

Dr. Wilburn Smith of Los Angeles 
was named to succeed Dr. R. A. Camp- 
bell of Los: Angeles, whose term had 
expired, and Dr. A. W. Morton of San 
Francisco was appointed in the place 
of Dr. H. BE. Alderson of the same city, 
whose term also expired. Doctors 
Campbell and Anderson had _ been 
members of the board since its crea- 
tion in 1913. Dr. P. T. Phillips of 
Santa Cruz and Dr. Charles B. Pink- 
ham of San Francisco were reap- 
pointed by the governor for 4-year 
terms. Dr. Pinkham is secretary of 
the board. In announcing the ap- 
pointments Governor Richardson said: 

“T have reappointed Dr. Phillips and 
Dr. Pinkham because of their intelli- 
gent and active service on the medical 
board for the state and for their pro- 
fession. I have appointed Dr. Wilburn 
Smith and Dr. A. W. Morton because 
I believe they will bring to the board 
the benefit of their learnipg and 
energy.”

Registration of 87,155 Delegates and 
Visitors to Legion and Auxiliary 
Conventions Reported; 40 Per Cent 
Failed te Register. 


Omaha.—The American Legion's 
seventh annual convention ended with 
the elevation of John R. (Go Get ‘Em) 
McGuigg of East Cleveland, Ohio., 
white-haired, 59-year-old lawyer and 
banker and wounded ovérseas engi- 
neer officer to the honor of national 
commander. ‘ 

‘His election was assured long be- 
fore the end of the first roll call of 
states was announced. The vote was: 
McGuigg, 661; Spafford, 224, and Sav- 
age, 55. 

Thus ended what was termed as the 
legion’s most harmonious convention. 

Rev. Willian Patrick of San Fran- 
cisco was elected national chaplain. 

A sister of Jack London, late nov- 
elist and short story writer, was 
chosen to head the women’s auxiliary. 
She is Mrs. Elisa London Shepherd of 
San Francisco. 

Five vice-commanders of the legion 
chosen today were Hugh B. Davis, 
Bartlesville, Okla.; Joseph Y. Cheney, 
Orlando, Fla.; Vincent A. Carroll, 
Philadelphia; James A. Howell, Ogden, 
Utah, and Ray B. Littlefield of Provi- 
dence, R. I. James F. Burton, Des 
Moines, Ia., was chosen national ad- 
jutant and Robert H. Tyndall. of In- 
dianapolis will be national treasurer. 

The matter of commendation for 
Colonel Willtam Mitchell, severe critic 
of the nation’s aerial defence, was the 
hidden rock of dissention which never 
was revealed. 

The able hands at the helm of the

Nelson Johnson -has the contract 
from the Pacific Gas and Electric com- 
pany of gathering 3,000,000 feet of logs 
in Lake Britton and on its shores and 
assembling them at the mouth of 
Clark creek, where they will be held 
behind a’ boom until they are to be 
sawed into lumber. The company’s 
dam. at Pitt Three made an arti- 
ficial lake. nine miles long.

Timber large 
enough to be worked up into lumber 
was saved and allowed to float on the 
water of the lake as it was formed. 
It is estimated that Johnson will han-. 
dle 12,000 logs. He uses a gasoline 
launch in towing them to the mouth 
of Clark creek. a 


Twenty thousand school children, 
marching on foot and swarming over 
beautiful floats; paraded in a long line 
of color which required two hours to 
pass a given point at the formal open- 
ing of Kern county’s fair, where these 
children were the guests of honor.

SOMETHING ABOUT SAUCE 

A French sauce is a thing of su- 
preme moment; the fish or meat with 
which it is served makes 
a dish of surpassing 
delicacy. No chef who 
smokes or indulges - in 
alcoholic drinks can ever 
attain a high position ag 
chef, for one. must-keep 
a sensitive sense . of 
taste. There are few 
‘who. equal the French in 
the making of sauces. 
The preparation of séuces 
fs an art and the: science of flavor 
combination ts only dis¢overed by the 
cook who has a proper respect for 
‘the {mportance of good cooking. A 
simple sauce ia often like a simple 
gown—most expensive. It takes time 
to collect Ingredients, blend and pre- 
pare a sauce. 

A sauce fs a fluid, thick or thin, 
flavored or seasoned in various ways 
with all sorts of herbs, aromatics and 
extracts. The thickening usually con- 
sists of starch in some form, either 
flour, cornstarch, arrow root, prepared 
AS a roux, which may be cooked in 
butter. For a brown roux the flour ts 
browned. Egg yolks are used for 
thickening. 

The quid for sauce may be stock, 
milk, cream or butter ; or, in cold sauce;: 
oll, The vegetable flavors are onions, 
leeks, garlic, peppérs, green, red and 
hot; carrots, turnip, celery and tush- 
rooms. Zest is often added from the 
grated rind ‘of oranges or lemons. 

The herbs and aromatics commonly 
used are thyme, marjoram, bay leaves, 
parsley, mint, and chervil. ‘The bones 
for stock are preferably veal -bones, 
crushed and roasted. Fish bones and 
heads are used for stock for fish 
sauces. ; 


The basic sauce prepared with flour 
or starch, buttermilk or stock is called 
the white sauce. The brown sauce 
{s prepared by browning the flour. 

ere are various preparations which 
are an ald in seasoning and also add 
color—kitchen bouquet, worcestershire, 
and tabasco, choy sauces and various 
Powders such as chili and curry are 
commonly feund inmost cuisines. 

Tomato sauce is one of the most 
used vegetable sauces. It is prepared 
much ike sirup, In these days of | 
elimination a few cans of clear and, 
cream tomato soup Will bean addition 
to. any supply shelf. One may add 
various seasonings to give variety and 
by simply heating the sauce {t will 
be ready to sérve.

@ savory fluid which will enhance the 
appearance and savor of the dish with 
which it is to be eaten. :
